CALAIS UP — Thanks to post­ 
war 
fashion 
trends, 
this 
badly 
bombed 
French 
coastal 
city 
is 
back in business as the lace capi­ 
tal of the world. 
For one of the newest darlings ’ 
of 
fashion 
is 
that 
oldfashioned 
favorite, lace. In turning to lace, J 
the designers have turned lace into 
one of F rance’s top dollar-earning 
exports, for France is the w’orld* 
largest producer. Last year y e a r’s 
two leaders of the dollar export 
list w ere steel — an lace. 
But the fragile, yellowed laces 
folded away in lavender in grand­ 
m other’s chest bear little resem ­ 
blance to the fabrics that come 
clicking 
off 
the 
busy 
m achines 
these days. Perhaps the biggest 
difference is in the price tag, for 
lace has moved out of the luxury 
class, and the days when only a 
wealthy woman could w ear it are 
gone. 
Although it is the post-war lash 
ion trend tow ards fem ininity that 
has brought lace bick into favor 
it m ay soon be possible to be a 
tomboy in lace. For laces are due 
to turn 
up 
in such sportsw ear 
item s as slacks and beachwear. It 
is already being used for daytim e 
suits. 
find New 
Eses 
Nearly all lace used to be m ade 
in the form of edgings, trim m ings 
and insertions for dainty unmen 
tionables. but one wholesale firm 
now reports it handles 90 per cent 
dress laces, and only IO per cent 
trim m ings. 
Lace-m akers 
hope 
that 
new 
form s and uses of lace m ay free 
them in the future, to some ex 
tent, from the foibles of fashion 
Calais is booming now, but a mill 
owner, recalling *he lean 1930’s, 
when women went in for mannish 
suits, said rem iniscently:

France consum es 20 p v cent of 
its own lace production, and Airier- 
irs takes nesrlv half Its exports,

to 65 per cent on cheaper, com-, 
petitive laces. 
Canada,

er*. Lace exports earned eleven 
billion francs for France last year. 
Colored Laces Popular 
Colored laces are as popular as 
the classic black and whites nowa­ 
days. "M ink brown” lace has had 
a run of popularity, and the Cal­ 
ais m ills hint that blues will be 
a favorite this fall. Cotton, silk, 
nylon and acetate laces are equal­ 
ly fashionable 
According to one authority on

IRAN AND EGYPT 
BEGIN REFORMS 
AGAINST RICH 


WASHINGTON LF—The rich men 
or Iran and Egypt had been block­ 
ing progress from time Immemo­ 
rial and then, astonishingly, they 
got their come-uppance in both 
places 
on 
the 
same 
day 
this 
week. 
In Egypt MaJ. Gen. Mohammed 
Naguib, who tossed out King F ar­ 
o u t decided the estates of the 
rich should be broken up and di­ 
vided among the poor. 
And in Iran Premier Mohammed 
Mossadegh, the mooner and moan­ 
er. decreed that the rich, who have 
been paying no taxes, should not 
only pay some but divide their 
profits with the poor. 
There was nothing new about 
the realization that social reforms 
were needed in both countries 
They had been talked about for 
’ears. But the rich, who ran the 
jovernments. kept them strictly in 
the talking stage. 
Promises Unfurled 
Because past promises and plans 
have been unfulfilled, the rest of 
the world can be excased if it 


waits a little dubiously to 
whether this time the promises be­ 
come a reality. 
And there is a noticeable differ­ 
ence between the reforms pro­ 
posed by the general and the Pre­ 
mier: Naguib’s plan calla for tak­ 
ing land from the rich ta give to 
the poor; news from Iran doesn’t 
indicate Mossadegh intends split­ 
ting up estates. 
In Iran a relatively few rich 
families control the wealth and the 
land. Some of them own hundreds 
of villages with the surrounding 
land worked by peasants ak share­ 
croppers. 
Mossadegh, himself one of the 
bif* landowners and never distin­ 
guished for reforms in his prop­ 
erty, was pushed into his present 
proposal by necessity: an econom­ 
ic Jam and the Communists breath­ 
ing down his neck. 
Taxed BO Per Cent 
He ordered the landlords to turn 
over IO per cent of their Income 
from estates to the sharecroppers. 
They must also deposit in spe­ 
cial banks another IO per cent 
of their cash Income for the ald of 
needy farmers. 
When he scuttled Farout, Naguid 
picked as his civilian Premier, Aly 
Maher. When Maher this week sug­ 
gested only mild reforma, lf any, 
Naguib stepped in to say what he 
wanted done fast: 
According to reports from Egypt,

CAN NOW LIVE 


NORMAL LIVES

A P Education R eporter 
T here are from 300,000 to 400,* 
OOO children in this country who 
h ave epilepsy. Yet. 
according 
to 
the C hildren’s 'B ureau of the U S. 
F ed eral 
Security 
Agency, 
very 
little ii known about them and p a r­ 
ents tend to keep this affliction a 
secret. 
A little pam phlet just issued by 
the Bureau (“The Child With Ep- 
j llepsy” ) points out th a t with prop­ 
er tre a tm e n t m ost children with 
epilepsy are able to live about like 
any 
n o rm al 
child; 
seizures 
in 
about 50 per cent of these children 
can 
be 
m ainly 
controlled 
with 
m edicines now in use; seizures in 
another 30 per cent ca n be cut 
down 
until 
they 
are 
hardly 
a 
handicap; and each y e a r doctors 
are 
finding 
new* 
m edicines 
and 
w a v s to treat epilepsy. 
Few of her d iseases are so s u r­ 
rounded by ignorance and p reju ­ 
dice, say s the Bureau. M any peo­ 
ple still think epilepsy is a sign 
that a person is inferior or feeble­ 
m inded; that the fam ily is in som e 
way tainted The tru th is, says the 
B ureau: 
Som e Above Average 
* Most persons with epilepsy a re 
about like anyone alae. M entally, 
som e 
are 
above 
av erag e, 
som e 
av erage, som e below av erage. And 
like any group, a sm all n u m b er 
are quite a bit below av e rag e and 
c a n ’t be educated ’* 
In the past children with ep i­ 
lepsy w ere thought to be Invalids. 
But doctors now know th a t this 
isn t true, says the 
Bureau. 
In 
fact the child with epilepsy needs 
to be as active rn body and m ind 
as the n o rm al child. 
, 
Some p arents w orry th a t their 
child m ight get h u rt of he does 
all a norm al child does. The best 
person to talk this over with is 
the doctor who is treatin g him , 
points out the pam phlet. 
Should a child with epilepsy go 
to a regular school? The B ureau 
says: 
‘ Yes. if his seizure* are largely 
controlled 
But you can see why 
som e schools think th a t a child 
whose 
seizures 
a re n 't 
well con­ 
trolled is out of place in a reg u lar 
class. Such children do better in 
a special room or school. And for 
a sm all num ber, a hom e te ach er 
m a y be the answ er.

of 1812 This illustrated the devo­ 
tion to the national interest of at 
least some people of Adams Coun­ 
ty at that critical tim e. However, 
this was not the only illustration 
cf such devotion. There were a 
num ber of com panies which went 
forth to do battle with the invad­ 
ers. On 
February 28. 
1814, six 
m onths 
before 
Adam s 
County 
troops helped in the defense of 
Baltim ore. Captain Sam uel W hite's 
com pany rendezvoused in G ettys­ 
burg to prepare to Join a force 
which was being organized to in­ 
vade Canada and carry the war 
to the British. 
In the collection of the Adams 
County Historical Society there Is 
a photostatic 
reproduction 
of 
a 
book which is in the L ibrary of 
Congress 
It is probable that the 
ropy in Washington is the only 
copy of this book now known to 
exist. It has special interest to us 
of Adams County, and we are very 
happy to have this reproduction. 
The title of the book is "History 
of the American Troops During the 
Late War under the Com m and of 
Cols. Fenton and C am pbell.''

On the title page the following 
description of the work is given: 
"Giving an account of the cross­ 
ing of the lake from E rie to Long 
Point; also the crossing of Niag­ 
ara by the troops under Oens. 
Games, Brown. Scott and Porter. 
The taking of Ft E rie, the Battle 
of Chippewa, the im prisonm ent of 
Col. Bull, Major Galloway and the 
author (then a captain) and their 
xeatm ent, together with an his­ 


torical account of the C anadas "

The book was w ritten by Sam uel 
White of Adams County, and was 
published at Baltim ore In 1829 by 
the 
author,
